SUBJECT:    National Occupational Safety and Health Conference 

 

 
1. Purpose.  To request input to begin planning for the National Occupational Safety and 

Health Conference, tentatively scheduled for August 30 – September 2, 2010 in Charleston, 

South Carolina.   

 

2. Background.  The National Office of Job Corps has taken many actions over the years to 

enhance safety on centers, including sponsoring training conferences for field staff.  In the fall of 

2009, the National Office sponsored a National Safety and Health Conference that addressed a 

number of important topics, ranging from occupational safety and health program reviews to 

hearing conservation programs and fleet safety.
